THE JOLLIFICATION AT CANTON. 

THE nomination of William MoEiklbt as the Bepublloan eandidate for 
President lias been ratified more generally and enthosiastioally by all 

classes of his fellow cil izons, tlie country over, thnn perhaps that of any 
other candidate of his or any party it: our history. On the afternoon and 
evening of Thursday, June l«th, the day on which he veas nominated, Canton, 
Ohio, his home, was alive with delighted people. It had been arranged that 
the citizens of Ganton should assemble in the Public Square, immediately on 
receipt of the news from St. Louis, form a brigade, and march totheMcKinley 
resiJiMU'C, on North ^larket Street. But the people took the matter into their 
own liands; regardless of plans or programmes in the exuberance of their joy 
they rushed masse nnd pell mell to the Major's home, from every direction 
and street and square in the city. The decisive ballot at St. Louis was not yet • 
finished before they had assembled by thousands, blocked North Market 
Sii>'et. crowded upon the lawn and surrounded his residence, and were 
£urgi:ig through it, with every po^ssibie manifestation of satiafactiou and 
delight. Even before thearrival of the brigade from the Square, not a quarter 
of a mile distant, IMajor McKinlky was Obliged to come out and acknowledge 
the deafening calls of his neighbors and friends. Vv'hen the column from 
down town had forced its "way up the crowded street, he was again ooinpeiled 
to appear, and Hun. F. E. Casb, a prominent manufacturer, made the following 
address: 

"Major McEnsfLBY: Your neighbors and townsmen wish to be the first to 
4Songratulate yoa npon-yoor nomination to the highebt oGce within the gift of 

the people of the United Slates. None know better than these neighbors here 
assembled how well this honor is merited. They were the first to witness the 
beginning of your public career. They saw yoa qu;t jour academic studies, 
with the ardor of youth, and a bravery bt yond your years, to devote your 
services to your imperilled country. The courage and ability yoa then 
•displayed, a promise of what followed in later year.s, won for jou that rank 
and title by which we Itave so long and faniiliariy addressed you. A few of 
jour veteran comrades have again formed in line, and, joining the citizens of 
■Canton, take this opportunity to make pronounced their high regard for you. 
The ability and fidelity with which you have discharged great public trusts, 
and the i-ecognition by your countrymen of long and useful service to the 
State and Nation, are exceedingly gratifying 1o your Canton and Stark County 
friends. We welcome you as neighbors, without di.stinci>ion of party, bearing 
in mind, that, while you have acted in a broader field, you have not lost sight 
of the duties and obligations of the citizen, and that with your many cai^es and 
responsibilities you have always found time and opportunity to h id your 
valued assis.tance to all that makes for good in our community. We unite ia 
extending to you our hearty congratulations and good wishes." 
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M^jor McKinley's Response. 

Mounting a chair on his doorstep. Major McKinley faced the thousands ol 
hU expectant and joyous fellow citizens, and when the storm of applause had 
suffieiently sabaided to make bimaelf beard, he spoke as follows: 

*'Mt Fribhds and Fbllow Cmxsm ; I am greatly honored hy this demon- 
stration. Its non-partisan charac .er forbids political discussion, and I appear 
only to make grateful acknowledgment for your address and congratulations. 
I am |not indifferent to the pleasure which you exhibit at the news just 
received from the Bepublican National ConTention. For days your interest 
< has been oentered upon St. Louis, and jour presence in such vast numbers here 
this afternoon testifies your personal good will to myself and family, as \vell as 
your gratification with the work there done. Your cordial assurances are the 
mjre highly appreciated by me because they come from my fellow citizens — 
men of every party, my old army comrades, my neighbors and former constit- ■ 
uents— with whom I have lived almost a life time, and who have honored me 
over and over again with important public trusts. Your warm words of 
greeting are heartily reciprocated and will be cherished forever. Many of 
those around me have not always agreed with me touching political questions ; 
but it is pleasant, as I look into your faces, to recall that in all thci years of 
the past there has never been a moment when you have withheld from me 
your friendship, encouragement and confidence.

This county and 
city are very near and dear to me ; here I have spent my life since early 
manhood, so that I have been identified with this magnificent county for now 
nearly a third of a century. I have followed its growth with the fondest pride 
and noted with peculiar satisfaction that it has kept pace with the most 
advanced and prosperous communitios. I atn especially glad to greet you here 
at the house where our married life began, and our children were born — and in 
this feeling I know Mrs. McKixlxt heartily joins; our greatest Joys and 
deepest sorrows are ineffaceably connected with this home and city. You have 
never failed to greet me with your best wishes and congratulations upon every 
:)ccasion of my nomination or election to a public office, commencing twenty 
years ago, when I was first named by my party for Congress. I can not under- 
take to estimate the value of these many friendly ^monstrations, so encourag- 
ing, so helpful, 80 inspiring — far beyond w hat you could have anticipated 
or believed at the time. Your call to-day, tliough not entirely unexpected, is 
most highly appreciated, and I thank you from the heart for what you have 
said, as expressive of the feelings of yourself, sir, and those for whom yon 
speak. This latest evidence of your esteem makes me more indebted to you 
* than ever and the happy memory of your kindness and confidence will abid9 
with me forever."

In torty-flve mlniitet from the time Major MoKimbST'e nominaAloo was 
enured by the deolding vote of the Ohio delegation in the St. Lonii Oonven- 

tinn, two thousand citizens of Alliance and Eastern Ptnrk County, coming 
twenty miles by special train on the Pittsburg, Fort AVayne and Chicago Rail- 
road, stood at his door in Canton, and oHered their heartiest congratulations, 
through Hon. 8. J. Wiuiaus, Btate Senator from this distriet. The run had 
been made from Alliance in twenty minutes and ten full companies of citisens 
and students from 5tt. Union College were in line. Major McKinley spoke 
bt i':'Hy in reply to the address of Mr. Williams, thanking the peopio lor their 
personal good will, but making no reference to politics* 



HASSILLON AND AKRON, 

The crowd had begun to disperse, but its attention was re-avrested by the 
arrival of a monster delegation from Massillon and AVcBtern Stark County, 
which came by special train on the Tnterurban Electric Railway. Nineteen 

cars were jammed with people, hundreds of whom were employes of Russell & 
Co b great machine shops. Dozens could not get; into the cars but clung to the 
sides and tops of theeoaches, despitedanger and inconvenience. They reached 
Canton at 7 :15 and marched at once to Major McKinlev's residence, where Mr. 
E. A. JoxEs, of Cleveland, formerly Superintendent of the I^Iassillon Public 
Schools, made a speech of congrattilation, "both on what he had done, and 
what was deservedly in store for him, as the faiihiul friend and servant of the 
people." To this Major McKdijlbt responded that he was "deeply grateful 
for their words of encouragement and cheer, and that he was always ghid to 
hear from and meet the laboring men of Massillon, and all his friends in that 
city. 1 remember well," said he, "that when I was given my first public trust 
(his nomination for Prosecuting Attorney) twenty-seven years ago, the 
suggestion first came from Western Stsrk County, and I am proud of the 
faet that since then you have given me your loyal and unswerving support 
tiuough the whole of my public career. I bid you all welcome, and good night." 

By this time the Akron delegation was beginning to arrive. It reached 
Canton at 7:10, via the Cleveland, Terminal and Valley Railroad, in four 
special trains often coaches each. Fully four thousand men were in line, and 
the scenes as they marched through the streets to the music of bands, and on 
their arrival at the McKiklxy residence, were those of indescribable enthusiasm. 
Capt. Pai lE. Werxss, a prominent German publisher of Akron and Chief 
Marshal of the evening, spoke for the visitors from Summit Gounty. He said: 

**MaJor McEjhuey: These men come from the city of Akron. Among 

them are hundreds of personal friends whom you have known for ma.iy years. 
We consider you as one of our number. When your nomination was announced 
in our city it required but an hour's notice for them to congregate at the 
railroad station ; they left their workshops, their homes, their stores, their 
offices, to hasten to congratulate yon. 1 int^uee, fellow-townsmen, Major 
William McKinlky, the nominee of the Republican National Convention, and 
our next President of the United States." (Wild cheering and applause.)

The demonatmtion eontinaed for several minutes, bat when quiet was 
somewhat zestofed, Major HoKiin.BY spoke as follows : 

"Oapt. WxBNBA Alio My Fkllow CznssNs: The crowd is so great that I 
fear I will not be able to make myself heard. I only appear that I may thank 
you for your gracious words and sentiments, as representing tiie citizens of 
Akron and .Summit County. "We are not strangers, but neighbors for many, 
many years past. More than once bununit County was part of the Congres- 
sional district I had the hon<HF to represent. I lemjBmber twelve years ago, that 
I opened thecampaign in Copley ; I recolleet, too, that in 1S93, 1 opened the cam- 
paign in the State of Ohio, as the Republican candidate for Governor, in the city 
of Akron, and I cannot but believe that it i.s a good omen to have Akron and 
Summit County with us in any cause. I welcome you here to-night, and beg 
to express my warm appreciation of your coming thus early to tender me 
your congratulations. In this great audience are some of my old oonstitueote 
of the 18th Ohio District — the first district that I had the lionor to represent 
in Congress. Little Carroll, too, which I see is represented here, never failed 
to roll up a splendid majority for me, no matter what other counties might do 
for the Bepublican party and its cause. Indeed, this seems to be aspotaneous 
reunion of my old Congressional district, and I bid you hearty welcome to my 
home. You have long had my heart, and I thank you, and bid you good 
night."

Meanwhile five coaches of passengers had arrived from Carrollton^ 
Osnaburg, Minerva, and vicinity, after forty miles ride on a special train via 
the Cleveland, Canton and Southern Railroad. It had leftCarrcdlton, thecounty 
seat of Carroll County, at 6:40 Thursday evening, and reached Canton two 
hours later. About six hundred men were in line un:!cT command of Cnpt. W. 
F. BuTLiiiB, recently sheriff of Carroll County. They marched at once to the 
McEinley residence, where they were greeted pleasantly by Major and Mrs. 
MoEiKUBT, whence tliey soon joined the rejoicing thousands who were marching 
about the city in groups and companies, singing and shouting as they went. 
The booming of artillery, the clanging of bells, and the shrieking of whistles had 
gradually given way to the more melodious but no less boisterous shouts and 
songs of the multitude. 

A hundred citizens of Kiles, Trumbull County, Ohio, the birthplace of 
Major McKiNLBY, sixty miles away, arrived by special train at ten o'clock, 
Thursday night, and called to tender him their fervent congratulations. The 
Major thanked the visitors and shook hands with all of them, as he had so 
many thousands of 'others during the course of the aftemoon and evening. He 
was late hi retiring, bqt hundreds of the happy throng eontinued to jollify all 
nightlong. It is safe to say that he spoke to or greeted personally more 
than 50,000 people, between live o'clock and midnight. 27ever had Canton 
Jcnown so great a day in all her history. 
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CANTON REPUBLICANS AT HOME AGAIN. 

The annoonoement of the ezpeeted return of Canton's oontingent at 8t, 

Louis, Friday afternoon, July 19th, was the signal for a renewal of the demon- 
strations which had commenced Thursday evening and continued throughout 
the night. The newly organized escort of the First Ward liepnblican Club was 
first on the street, and the horsemen made a splendid appearance heading the 
parades. With this addition the evening was almoet a duplicate of Thursday 
night. "Here they come; there is Canton !" — and the cheers which had been 
held in reserve for the Canton people all afternoon broke fortli in mighty 
volume as the long column appeared in view, In a short time swarms of 
men and women filled every available inch of ground in the McKinley yard. 
Pollowing eloselj upon the Canton people were delegations f^om Youngs- 
town and Varren, in which were about five hundred people, and these com- 
mingled with the immense throng. It had been arranged that Major 
McKiNLKY should addresw these delegations from the front veranda, but he 
went to the north side of his house to better accommodate the combined dele- 
gations. The Warren contingent, with many from Nilee and Poland, were 
headed by the Warren band. The visiting delegations represented the 
industrial interests of the Mahoning V:illry, and visited Canton for thp ?ole 
purpose of congratulating Major McKi.nlkv and assuring him that their untir- 
ing labcHM were pledged to a victorious result at the polls next i\oveniber. 
There was a large representation of the Giddings Bepnblican Club of Warren, 
and of the Republican Central Committee of Trumbull County. 

Major McKrvLEv's appearance with Hon. Wiltiam R. Day, Judge Gkorgr 
E. Baldwin, and Congressman Kobkrt W. Tayler was the signal for an out- 
barst of oheers from thousands of throats that rivaled those of the previous 
evening. After quiet had been obtained, Mr. 0. A. Tatss, of Massillon, 
mounted the Improvised platform and in a short address, presented Hon. 
Robert W. Tavi.kr, of Lisbon, Columbiana County, Major McKixley's 
successor in the lower house of Congress, who said: "While we have not the 
good f«ntan« to be first to congratulate you on the honor the Republican 
party has bestowed npon yon, we rejolee to know we are the vangoard 
of the returning host that witnessed the Splendid demonstration whereby you 
were nominated for President. The recolJectiun of that sceiie will never 
be efifaced from our minds There we saw the Republican party place you 
in nomination, and while it honored you it honored itself, and gave per- 
maneney to the wish that has been in the hearts of the American people 
for many months.

"Major MoKiHUET ; Language tails me as I attempt toj^vej to you the 
OOOgratnlationB of those of your neighbors and friends who for over twenty 
years have T\a(ehod with interest your wonderful progress. On last Saturday 
about three hundred of your neighbors and friends concluded they would go 
to St. Louis, and they took with them their bag and baggage, determined to 
remain there until you were nominated ; and of the wonderful influenee they 
had in bringingaboutthiagreatresultmodestyforbldsmeto 'speak. (Laughter 
and applause.) If you could have seen the great throngs of people that assem- 
bled at the Union Depot in St. Louis on Sunday afternoon and have heard 
their expressions, and eould have seen the IfoKiniey badges upon the ooata of 
four-fifths of the great erowd that gathered you would then have had an idea 
of the intense interest the masses of the peoitlo have in you and in the 
welfare of this country. On the day that the Convention assembled, if you 
could have seen the thousands upon thousands of intelligent faces looking . 
toward the Great GonTention that was to meet that day, anxious and eager that 
some*measure should be adopted and the man nominated that they believed 
was most certain to bring back prosperity to them, you would have been 
inspire.! by the interest and great efforts of your party to bring about 
those grand results, which, 1 am pleased to say, were fully accomplished. 
I remember when you flnt oame into publie life; many of us here were 
ptresent when you were nominated for Prosecuting Attorney* and well, 
faithfully, boldly and honestly did you discharge your duties.

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you. We confide the care, the custody and the keeping of the industries 
of tbe people of this ooostry and their prosperity to you. We believe you will 
be eleeted by the greatest majority any Freetdent ever received, (contlnned 
cheering), and that you will faithfully, honestly and ably conduct the affairs of 
this great and glorious Nation until prosperity shall perch on its banners 
ever more." (Loud, and continaoas applause. ) 

The appearanee of Judge Wiluah B. Day, of Canton, as he stepped upon 
the platform, was the signal for another bnrst of eheers. His remarks were 
most appropriate, eloquent and tender, and greatly affected all hi? hearers, 
especially his esteemed frien^ Major McKiklxy, who was moved to tears by 
them . He said : 

"Major MoEzvlbt: I speak to you, not as the Governor of Ohio, or the 
President of the United States — ^that surely yon shall be,— but I claim tiie 

great privilege on behalf of these, your old friends, of still addressing you as 
'neighbor.' For we have not forgotten that in all these years of suecess, and 
while your fame has spread to the uttermost corners of the civilized world, and 
yoa now 'stand on fortune's crowning slope,' to us you have always been the 
companion, the counselor, the guide, and familiar friend. Greater tribute 
1 han this can no' man bring. Those whoknow you best, love you most. To-day 
we had a very pleasant surprise in a gift of these flowers from some ladies of 
Kichmond to your most gracious and noble wife. (Cheers.) I am proud, sir, 
that this representative lady, when she brought them in, said 'Governor 
McEiklxt is in the heart of every good mother and evmy good wife in all this 
broad land (continued applause), and we send these flowers to his noble wife 
as some slight expression of our appreciation of him and good will to her. 
These flowers are typical of the purity of his life and character* as unsullied as 

. his honor, and as fragrant as his good name ' - Major MoEixiiST accept these 
flowers f<Mr Mrs. HoKonaiT, from the ladies of Bii^unond, Ind , with- their best 

. wishes for her health and prosperity, and your oontinued snoeess." (Applause.) 

Major McKinley's Response. 

Major McKiNLEY was escorted to the stand amid deafening eheers, and 
, gave evidence of great emotion when he spoke, as follows: 

"My Fellow Citizsxs : How can I make fitting response to the splendid 
tributes whidh have been paid me by my earliest friends? I tii^k I 
might be excused by merely saying that I am inadequate to the task, and can 
only express my gratitude by the silence due to a full and overflowing heart. 
1 have experienced many touching incidents in my life. Yesterday immediately 
alter the nomination I was surrounded by my neighbors and fellow citizens of 
Canton, who did not go to St. Louis, and by friends from Alliance and Massillon, 
and then came 4,000 more frcmi Akron last night. With all these tokens, I was 
deeply and profoundly impressed, but somehow tbe words spoken by these 
gentlemen, and surrounded as 1 am by their associates vv!io journeyed with 
them to St. Louis — somehow they have touched me more deeply, sounded the 
depths of my heart more surely, than anything that has gone before. In this 
audience I see representatives from all of the counties which constitute the 
Congressional district with which I have been associated all my life. A large 
number of my fellow citizens are here from Trumbull County, the place of 
my birth. (Great applause.) A large number are here from Mahoning County 
• (cheers from Mahoning citizens), the place where I spent my boyhood, the 
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county where I received my education, and from which I enlisted in l^e war for - 
the preservation of the Union, away back in 1861, (Loud and continuous 

cheering.) And then ai*ound me are the later friends, for from Mahoning 
County I came to Stark, nearly thirty years ago. You havp all been my friends 
ever since ; I am proud to include among my immediate friends not only the 
good peop'o of Stark, Mahoning and Trumbull, but all the grand old Western 
Keserre, which was so long represented in the National Congress by Giddinos 
and AVade, and the gifted and iinmnrtal Garfiki d. (Applause.) And now, my 
friends and fellow citizens, I know that you will excuse me — I want only to 
add, in terms of sincere affection, that I thank each and every one of you from 
my heart for these manifestations of your friendship, devotion and loyalty 
and as you seem to have brought back what yoa went teat, those whom you left • 
behind want me to say that tiiey are glad to see you home again." 

QREBTINQ5 FROfl THE EMPIRE STATE. 

The McKinley League of the State of New York arrived from St. Louis 
via the Pennsylvania lines, at Coshocton, Ohio, on Friday, June 19th, and came 
to Canton that evening on a special train over the C, C. and S. E. E. They 
chose Hon. John E. MiLBOLijum, of the New York Tribune, as spokesman and 
marched at once to the McKinley residence, where Mr. Milholland climbed 
on a chair and presented to ^fajor McXrvi EY the friends before him. Hon, 
Waknkr Miller, of Herkimer, was first introduced, and spoke as follows: 

"Ladiks *\d Gentlkmkx: We thought it proper on our way home from 
the St. Louis Convention to cull here and pay our respects to the man who had 
b^n honored by the Republican party, he who is your fellow townsman and 
neighbor. It has been my privilege to know Major McKinley for nearly 
twenty years and it affords me great pleasure to assure him on behalf of the 
Eepublicans of New York that we shall give to him and to the principles he 
represents, the largest majority in November that has ever been given to any 
Presidential candidate since the organiution of the Government. (Loud 
cheera.) The Eepublicans of New York will be second to none in the whole - 
country in iheir loyalty to the party, and in their efforts and labors for 
its success. We have but a moment to spend here and therefore I do not wish 
to take up your time in making a speech. I came here simply to take the 
hand of Major McKislxt and to assure him of the affection and love «f the 
people ot New York.

It was most gracious on your part 
to pause in your journey to the East long enough to give me the pleasure 
of meeting yoQ face to face ; and nothing eould have been more agree- 
able to me than to be presented to the members of the McKinley League of 
the State of New York, by my old friend, long a member of the Uouse of Eep- • 
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resentatives, and Senator at Washington — Hon. Wasxeb Millbb. (Longap- 
plapse.) I am always glad to meet and giwet him. All we have to do this year, my 
f allow citizens, Is to keep elose to the people. (Loud dkeering.) To hearken 

to the voieo of tl.e people and have faith in tho people, and if we do that the 
people will win for us a triumph for the great principles which in all the years 
of the past have given us plenty niul prosperity." (Great cheering.) 

When tiie Major stopped speak i ng, Mr. Milbolla^d again moonted a ohafr 
and introduced Hon. Gbobos £. Matthbws, of Buffalo, President of the 
New York McKinley League. 'Mr. ^Iattttews' voice was exceedingly hoarse ; 
he explained the circumstance by saying that it hud become ?o by shouting 
for McKiNLBY, and assured the Major that bis voice would be restored in 
time to make,Bpeeohe8 in his behalf and shout again whea the victory was won 
next November, At the conclusion of the speeches, Mr. Milholland exhibited 
the famous "Ferris Wheel Petition," whieli consisted of five and three-fourth 
miles of paper, and contained the signatures of 247,000 people of the btate of 
New York asking for the nomination of William McKixljsy for President.

GREETINa3 FROH THE TIN WORKERS OF NILES. 

Saturday, June 20ih, was a day of tin buckets, banners, canes, whistles 
«nd horosF- and speedies. The operatives of tlie tin plate industries of Niles, 
Ohio. I'jiid tlu ir i-espects to the statesman whoni they pronounce their greatest 
friend and champion. Tlie visitors were decorated with the biulges of the Niles 
jSlcKinley League and tin souvenirs; they carried tin canes, with medaliona 
of AlcKixLEY as heads. The party was composed chiefly of tlie operatives of tlie 
Falcon Tin Plate Factory, which has been in operation ever since the enact- 
;ment of tlie ^IcKinley Law gave proper i>rotectlon to this industry. They bore 
two large stream<>rs, or sIio»-ts of tin, like banners, nearly aa long na the line of 
paraders, on one of which was the inscription, "From Niles to the Wliile House, " 
and on the other, "Who Made the Kiles Tin MiU? Tlie MeKinley Bill, Of 
Course." All along the line of march tl^ cheering by both paraders and 
spectators was most vociferous. The Niles men have a yell which is peculiar to 
themselves. It is, 'Rah, Rah, Eight." "Who's all right?" "McKinley's all 
right." *' Where was he born? N-I-Iv-E-S"l This was rei>eated fretjueutly. 
Ai)t, as it may seem, Niles, the birthplace of Major MoKnasv, is the location of 
large tin plate industries. Mr. Joseph BMmt, chairman of the meeting, pre- 
sented Col. AViLT.iAM II. 8UII.EY, as Major McEznlbt appeared on the veranda of 
his residence, who sni 1 : 

"Major 3IcKiXLj,Y : I have the pleasure of introducing to you some 
hundreds of tlie citizens of your native town of Kiles. Among them la a 
very large nmnber of tiie employes of our town. We realize that what we 
have been, what we ai»', and what we hoiio to be, is largely due to 
timt ^^hieh is now calh-d Protecti<in, but thai sometimes has been called 
'McKinleyism.' (Cheers.) Wo realize not only what you have done 
Sox m, but what it has cost you to do it. We know what it must have cost '« 
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man in the S'ifty-Rrst Congress, which gaye us our tin mill. (Loud anc 
Toeiferous cheering.) AVe know that you would have sacrificed every intpips t 
and given your life to your country, and to us, and if there is anything we can 
do fur y,o\i we want to do it. In 1891 the candidate for Governor who oppo.sed 
you, stood on the platfonn of a ear in our town and said to the eitizens of 
Kileas *No man will ever live to see tin made in Xiles,' (at this moment a 
tremendoug rnttling of the tin banners cai'ried by the Xiles delegation was 
heard) but that is only one of tiie many mistakes our adversaries have made. 
Every llepublican President, and every man who has led the Republican party to- 
victory since the days of Likooln, was (perhaps, strangely enough,) horn in 
Ohio. Major McKixley will be the fifth and when there will add to the glory 
tif being born in Oliio — and esipecially of having been born in Kiles. (Loud 
cheering.) What can tlie Nation 4o except to do as that Convention did, and 
elect him unanimoasly ? Gentlemen, I now introduce you to Major SCoKimlby."' 
(Tlucee rousing cheers were given him.) ' 

Jlajor flcKinley's Response. 

The Major stepped upon a ch.-ih- aiul Viowed his nfknowledcrements for 
the great applause that greeted him. lie recognized uyiong tiie iiundx-eds of the 
citizens of his birthplace, and the thousands of others crowding into the yardr 
the face of an old friend of his boyhqod days, and did not forget it. He saidt

"Mr. Smilbt, aki> My Fellow CmzBxs; I am very glad indeed to meet 
so many citizens of my native town. I do not find many of the faces that I 

used to know in my boyhood in this audience, buti think I liavi'beep aole to see 
one that I rememV)er to have seen in the villaj^e of Nihvs when I was a boy, and 
•that is IIknry Masox's. I recollect him as the merchant of the town, and as I 
look into his face to-day, I remember that he was kind to evei*y boy — and I like 
a man who is kind to boys— (loud cheering) — and am especially pleased to meet 
hlin liore again, after a lapse of forty years, in my home at Canton. I am glad 
to meet and pinct so many of tlie wnrkingnien of the thriving little city of 
Ifiles. I un\ glad to have demonstrated in my native town that we can make 
tin plate in the United States, and in reply towhat your spokesman has been kind 
enough to say of my efforts in that connection, I answer that if I have been 
associnled witli any legislation that has given to a single American working- 
man a day's work at American wages wliieli he did not receive b 'fore, that is 
honor enough for me. (Loud and continuous apjjlause.) "What we want in this 
country is a policy that will give to every American workingman full work at 
American wages. A policy that will put enough money into the Treasury of 
the United States to run the Government. A policy that will bring back to us 
such a pei'iod of prosperity and of plenty as that ^\e enjoyed for more than 
thirty yeara prior to 1893. I am glad to welcome you all to my home; it is 
especially pleasant to have the men from my boyhood town and the place of my 
birth gather around me as they have to-duy, and I reciprocate most warmly 
all the kind sentiments that have been penerously spoken in your b' half by 
your Chairnum. I wish for old Kiles prosperity in every workshop and factory, 
and in every home, love, contentment and happiness. I thank you, and bid you 
good afternoon.*' (Three prolonged cheers for Major MaKnuY were again, 
given.)

WORKINOHEN FROM WHEELING* WEST VIROINIA. 



A delegation of workingmen from "Wlieojing, "West Virginia, took up tlie 
celebration, Siitunlay ufternoon, June 20th, whei-e the Kiles tin workers left 
off, and right royally did they en jute Major HoKixi.bt. Fully fifteen hundred 
entiiusiastie, shouting Wheeling workingmen appeared «t Major McKinlky's 

honi»» shortly jiftpr five o'clock. The ]tii rty cnnio in two dt^l' ;rii(ions., the first 
being about six liiirulred ^^'()rkingnl(■ll emiiloytHl at the T.n Belie Iron, Steel nnd 
Tin Works. The second and larger section arrived about an hour later. In 
the La Belle delegation were many tin badges and banners, on which were the 
words *'1896. La Belle Iron, Steel and Tin Works." One of these banners was 
presented to ^rnjor AIcKinlky })y the workinj^inen, nnd when lie appeared on his 
•doorstep three hearty cheers were given for him. ]It>ii. William: C. Ci'ktis, h 
meniber of the AVest Vii'giniu House of Delegates, stepped forward and 
•congratulated Major MoKzklby, as follows; 

^*Mr. Fbbsidbxt; If there has ever, been a nominee of any political party 
in the history of this country that had a einch ui>on that title, you are certainly 

the man, and as Mr. President I hail you in advance. I have the lionor and 
the |)leasure of introducing to you this delegation of iron, steel and tin plate 
workers of the La Belle ilills of AMieeiing, W. Ya. (Cheei-s.) In this delega- 
tion we have the president />f the mill, the directors, the managers and the 
workiiiLTiuen. (Applause.) AVe luive come, irrespective of paiTty aflBllation, 
1<) ilo iioiior to tlie nmn by whose instnnueiitality it was jinide possi- 
ble lor that mill to manufacture tin plate. Under the Ijright inlluence 
•of that law over $1(X),0(X) has been expended on the mill, giving it a capacitjr to 
turn out thirty tons of tin plate per day. (Loud applause.) Notwithstanding 
the fact that the enemies of protection told as that we could not manufacture 
tin jthite in this count ry, yet within four years' tiiTfo nearly two hundred tin 
mills have been established witii a capital of |9,000,UX), employing 12,000 hands, 
and paying them as wages $8,000,000 per year. Permit me, in conclusion, to 
preetent you with this banner made of McKinley tin at the "La. Belle Mills, and 
I want to say that I am instinicted to pledge to you the enthusiastic support of 
Uiis delegation from now until the sun sets on the evening of November third, 
next." (Loud applause.) * 

Major McKinley'5 Response. 

When the eheering had subsided, Major MoKnn,BT replied : 

"Mr. Curtis and Woskikohbk of Wheblino: I beg to thank this 

.great assembly for the generous message of goofl will and congratti- 
lations which you have brought me fri»in the Little Mountain State. 
There is no tribute greater, there is no tribute that should be dearer to any 
man, than to have it said, as you have been kind enough to say to me, that he 
had contrilnited in the smaJh d ^ree to the establishment of an imlustry 
new in the United States, which iinvo additional emj>lnyment to American 
labor and brought greater comfort i,o American homes. I shall long cherish, my 
fellow citizens, these kindly woids, and this demonstration which comes from 
the workingmen of Wheeling, irrespective of party. I can not misunderstand 
—nobody can misunderstand— the meam'ng of these demonstrations on the 
jpait of the workingmen. Xhose who have come here this afternoon, and tbooe 
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who were here this morning, hnvo made their purpose phiin and distinct. 
They mean just one thinp; and tlu.'t is : Th.it in tlve mind of every American 
workingmun is the thought that this great American doctrine of protraction is 
aaaociated with vrages and work, and linked with home, family, country, and 
prosperity. That, my fellow citizens, is what all these great manifestations 
signify. They mean that the people of this country want an industrial policy 
that is for America and Ajnericans. (Loud and continuous applause.) They 
mean tiuit they intend to return to that policy whfdi lies at the foundation 
of our National prosperity, which is the s^est in-<>p to the National Tteasury, 
and the bulwark of our industrial ind^endence and financial honor. I tluuik 
you, •workingmen of AVheeling, for this friendly call. I thank you heartily for 
the kind words you have spoken ; I wish you all a safe return home, and I wish 
lor you, and my countrymen everywhere, a speedy return to the happier and 
better days we used to have." (Great cheering. ) 

Tlu-ee-quarters of an hour after the LaBelle delegation had arrived, the 
< second section reached the McKinley residence. It was composed of citfxens 

of Wlieeling and members of the Ohio County Republican Club, who created 
great entlinsiasm by tlvtr fine appearance, dipt. B. B. Bovexer, Member Of 
• Congn^ss from the Wheeling district, spoke for the visitors us follows: 

"Major MclviXLKv: I have an honor that I appreciate as tlie sptikesman of 
a piub that represents Kepqbllcanism in our State, a Republican* 

that has come up through great tribulation to fight the battles of freedom 
and tlie ])rinciple8 of the Kei>ublican party. To-day is the anniversary of the 
birth of "West Virginia.

I rememl)er liaving gon*> 
tbrougli the State in 1894, w lien the Little Mountain State was transfeiTod 
from the i-anks of our opponents to the columns of the Republican party. 
(Applause.) I have not seen you since, and therefore take this occasion to 
congi*atul«te you upon that Fi)h'iKlid victory. You put four Repuldican 
Representatives in the National House at AVashington, and sent that states- 
man, 8Ti:riiKX B. Klkixs, to the Senate (loud cheers) and thus added live more 
votes to the Republican strength in the great parliamentary bodies of tlie 
<iOuntry. Am I not right in saying, my fellow eitisens, that you have come to 
stay with us? (Loud cries of 'Yes.') That's what you did two years ago, and

Canton was agnin the Merci of thousands of people on Satur-day, Juno 27th. 
The threatening weatlier did not prevent their coming to Major Mc Ki.vi.ey's 
home cily to assist the great crowd from Cleveland in ratifying his nomi- 
nation.

* "Tlie Government of the United States must raise enough money to meet 
both its current expenses and increasing needs. Its revenues should be so 
raised as to protect the material int^xests of our peo]^e, with the lightest 

' possible di-ain upon their resources, and maintain that high standard of civili- 
zation which has distinguished our country for more than a century of its 
existence. The income of the Government, I repeat, should equal its necessary 
and proper expenditures. A failure to pursue this policy has compelled x*' 
Government to borrow money in a time of peace to sustain its credit and' pa> 
its daily expenses. This policy should be revei-sed, and that, too, as speedily 
as po.si^iblo. It must apparpiit tr> all, regardless of past party ti('s or allilia- 
tions, that it is our paramount duty to provide adeciuate revenue for the 
expenditures of the Government, eoonomlcaVy and prudently administered- 
This the Ivepublican party has heretofore done, and this I confidently believe 
it will do i:i l!ie future, when the party is again entrusted with power in the 
legislative and executive branches of our Government. The National credit* 
which lias thus far fortunately resisted every assault u^>on it, must and will be 
upheld and strengthened.

If \vc would restore this 
policy, that brought us unexampled prosperity for more than thirty years 
under the most tryhig conditions ever known in this country, the policy by 
trhich we made and bought more goods at home and sold more abroad, the trade 
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balance would be quickly tumfnl in our favor, and gold wotild come to us and 
not go from U8 in the settlement of all such balances in the futui'e. (Cheers.) 

"The party Hiat supplied by legialatimi the vast revenues for the conduct of 
oor greatest mx ; that promptly restored the eredit of the country at its elose ; 
that frofn its abundant revenues paid off alai^e share of the debt inoorred in 
this war, Hnd that resumed specie payments and. placed our papj^r currency 
upon a Bound and enduring basis, can be safely trusted to preserve both our 
credit and entrency, with honor, stability and inviolability. The American 
people hold the financii^ honor of our Government as sacred as our flag, and 
can be relied upon to guard it with the same sleepless vigilance. They hold its 
prosprvation above i)arty fealty, and have often demon!?trated that party ties 
avail nothing when the spotless credit of our country is tlireatene<l . The money 
* of the ITnited States, and every kind ox form of it, whetilier of paper, silver or 
gold, must be as good as the best in the world. It must not only be current at 
its full face valup at homo, but it must be counted at par in any and every 
. commercial ct-ritt r of the globe. The sagacious and far-seeing policy of the 
great men who founded our Government ; the teachings and acts of the wisest 
financiers at every stage in our history; the steadfast faith and splendid 
achievements of the great party to which we belong, and tiie g«aius and 
integrity of our ppople have always domandrK:! this, and will ever maintain it. 
The dollar paid to t)\c farmer, the wage-oa rncr, and the pensioner imist continue 
forever equal in purchasing and debt-paying power to the dollar paid to any 
Government creditor. (Great applause.) 

"The contest this year will not be waged upon lines of theory and specula- 
tion, but in the light of severe practical exjx^rieiice and new and dearly aecjuired 
knowledge. Tin* urt^ut body of our citizens know wluit they want, and that 
they intend to have. They know for what the Bepublican party stands and 
what its return to power means to them. They realise that the Bepublican 
party believes that our work should be done at home and not abroad, and 
everywhere proclaim their devotion to tlie {(riiiciplt's of a protective tarilT, 
whifli, while supplying adequate revenui's for the (iovi-riimeni, will restore 
American production, and serve the best interests of American labor and devel- 
opment. Our appeal, therefore, is not to a false philosophy, or vain theorists*

OLD ilBDINA CONGRATULATES BOTH NOHINEES. 

Hon. Garrbt A. Hobart, of New Jersey, the Republican candidate for 
Vice President, arrived at Canton, via the Pennsylvania lines, on Tuesday 
morning, June 30th. He was met at the dopot by Major Mc Kixley and driven 
in his carriage to the McKinley home, there being no public df^monstrations, 
in deference to the wishes of both candidates.

The district was iMlieved to be Democratic, and 
was made to be Democratic ; and I slinll never forpot tluit in that contest your 
grand old county gave for the Republican candidate the largest majority 
it had ever given in its history, and saved the dif^trict to the Hepubli- 
ean caose.

your presence here this morning in such large numbers brings to mind a 
thousand Interesting memories connected with those two campaigns.

Then both 2£ajor MoKinlbt and Mr. Hobaut shook hands with hundreds of 
the big crowd before it dispersed, evidently very much pleased with their 
candidater.. ^fr. Hobart v as tendered a reception by the various Republican 
Clubs uf Canton that evening, but was obliged to return £aA via Oleveland 
immediately.

VISITORS FROM ST. LOUIS. 

Hon. BioRASs C Kxbbks and party, of St. Louis, arrived at Canton via 
-the Pan Handle and 0.;0. and S, Railroads, Wednesday afternoon, July 1st. 
TThe. visitors were represeTitative business men and Kopublicans in Missouri, 
• and included C. 11. .Shk.nckk, S. A. Bf-mis, ex-Governor K. (). Stanxard, Mayor 
Hastings, of Sedalia, and C. G. Waknkr. They were received by Major 
JUoKiMiAT in his library, where a short address was read by Mr. EBamrs, as 
loUows:

THOUSANDS OF TUSCARAWAS PROTECTIONISTS. 

Thousands of Tuscarawas County men came to Canton, Friday, July 8rd, 
to pay their respects to the man of thdr choloe for President. They came over 

a special train on the C, L. E and "W. Railroad to Justus, where transfer Was 
made to the C, 0. and S. Kailroad, on v. hirh they came to Canton, after trips 
«f from tweuty>five to forty miles. The delegation ^as headed by the Great 
Eastern Band, of New Philadelphia, and the Boys Brum Corps, of Cansl Dover. 
TChe Tuscarawas dele^^tioa was eomposed Isrgdy of employes of tiie iron . otcei 
and tin mills in Bennison, TJhrichsville, l?ew Philadelphia and Canr.^ .^ver. 
Thf y Carried several unique banners. Near the head of the oclumn was a 
gieat banner made of tin, said to be the largest sheet of bright tin ever made 
in any country. It was thirty gangs thirty inches wide end twdve feet long. 
It was the product of the Americsn Tin Plate Machine and Manufacturing 
Oompnny and the Tipeves Iron CompaTiy, the latter company rolling' the black 
plate mid the iVn-iner coating it with tin. On one tilde of the banner, wliich was 
borae at the heiid of a long stafi, w as the insex*iption : " Largest sheet ever 
snade," and on the reverse side tiie words : "Give us McKinley and Protection 
and we will make it larger." A sorae of men carried a strip of jointed tin sixty 
feft Inng bearing the name of the candidntesr " Our choice, MoKini.ey akd 
HobaktI" Six employes of the New Philadelphia Iron and Steel Company 
carried a plate of galvanized iron which wiuj said to be the largest 
abeet of that kind ever rolled. It was thirty indies wide and two hundred and 
flfty-flve inches long. On the top of the dexMirated frame which supported it 
was a portrait of Major MijKint.et — and all these interesting sonvenirs were 
presented to him In^fore the delegation departed. Arriving at the McKinley 
residence, the band and drum corps each gave a selection, and then Col W. A.

and dearer as the years recede, and the Old Guard one by one, is called home. 
Your presence re^n'ves many patriotic memorirs; it roculls many stiring and 
glorious events. How vividly they rise before us, and what an inspiration for- 
the right they always are 1 To have been a f aitfafol soldier of the Unioii f s no> 
lese n source of joy in your advancing years and infirmities, than a precious- 
legacy for family and friends. It blesses ]iim who gives aiul enriches hira who- 
receives. It is a record of patriotism and service in the severest trials of our- 
history. (Applause.) We all know something of what that war meant and 
what it cost; what sacrffloe it totacted and for what a holy cause 'the sacrifice' 
was fieely given. Treasure Illimitable, suffering indiscribable, and death 
beyond previous record or comparison. By far tlu) Lirper n timber of our old 
comrades of tlie Grand Army ai-e sleeping 'in their silent tints' beyond the 
Biver. But altliough death has decimated our ranks it is a consoling reflection 
that more than a million of our cemmdea still survive. It is a gratifying 
thought, too, that those who 8erve<l their country SO faithfully in war havealwaya^ 
been amon^ our best and truest citizens in peace. Tt is the living present, 
however, and iis duties and responsibilities, in wliich every old soldier is now as- 
always most interested. (Applause.) Each new engagement of the war brought 
its own peculiar tflals and perils to face and bravely overcome. The devotion 
to discipline and duty which distinguished them then has kept the old soldiers 
true and steady ever since. (Applause.) Tliey have not faltered and will not ' 
falter now. There has been no time since they laid down their arms when 
we had greater need for patriotic men than now, and the response to the crisis 
of the hour vrill come from all sections of our common country. (Great- 
applause.) We have reached a point in our history when all men who love 
their '?':"nitry must unite to defeat by their ballots the forces which now assault- 
the ^nation's honor. The war haa been over thirty-one years and as a result 
we have a reunited country, a Union stronger and freer, a civilization higher 
and nobler, a freedom broader and more enduring, and a flag more glorious and 
sacred than ever before, and all of them safe from any enemy, at home or 
abroad, because the men who a third of a century apro fought in deadly conflict 
unite now in their masterful might to oppose any enemy who would assail 
either freedom, TTnion, or flag. (Cheers.) The struggle which is now upon us^ 
involving National good faith and honor will enlist their united and earnest- 
service imtil those who are arrayed against the fair fame and name of the 
liepublic shall l>e routed and dispersed. Its glories are the common heritng»:* 
of ua all. What was won in the great conflict belongs just as sacredly to those 
who lost as to those who triumphed. You meet to-day not as soldiers, but as- 
citixens, interested now in maintaining the credit of the country you served Bo- 
wel 1, and in restoring prosperity and bi'tter times to our goodly heritage. The- 
future is the sacred trust of all, South as well as North. Honesty, like pa- 
triotism, can neither be bounded by State nor sectioiuil lines. (Great applause.) * 
Financial dishonor is the threatened danger now , and good men will obliterate 
old lines of party in a united effort to uphold American credit and honw. Thi» 
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you have alwajs done, and we must all ever Btrive to keep the Union worthy 
of the brave men who Bacrificed. suffeied and died for it. I will be glad, m; 
oomrades, to meet you all peraonaUy." (Load cheering and applause. ) 

At t'hs conclusion of the address, and the demonstration that followed, a' 
informal reception was held. The old veterans filed up to tlio porth, an 
extended the hand of fellowship — and some of them only hud one hand to give 
They were all happy with the bright inspirations of the visit, which came to 
an end, all too soon, at six o'clock.

Major MoKiKLET left Canton on July 22nd for the first time since his nomi- 
nation for President. He went to Cleveland to attend the opening exercises 
of the Cleveland Centennial Celebration on Founders' Day, or the liiiiidi-odth 
anniversary of the city's first settlement. His appt^ai-anco in tlu' city c reated 
the gi'eatest enthusi,".; m, and as he passed along the line of the great piu-ade, 
which was witnessed by fully 250,000 people, there were constant demonstra- 
tions in his honor. His address on this occasion was as follows : 
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Mnjor ncKiiil«y*s Response. 



"Mr. Presidbkt axd My Fellow Cttizexs: The people of Cleveland do 
well to celebrate the hundredth anniversary uf their great and beautiful city. 
Its original buildera are long Blnce gone, and their mighty struggles are x}ass- 
ing from individual recollections into the field of tradition and history. Anni- 
vei*sarle8 like this increases our pride for the men who wrought so excellently, 
despite their trials and hai-dships, from wliich the prosont generation would 
intuitively sliriiik. They recti 11 to our minds the liigh cliarncter and courage, 
the lofty aijns and great sucnhces of our stui-dy ancesitors, and inspire us to 
revere their memories and imitate the virtues. The thoughtful observanee 
of an anniver^iary like this, therefore, does nil who are associated with it, or 
who come within its influence, positive good. It unfolds the past and enlight- 
ens tlie present, and by emphasizing the value of the ties of family, home and 
country, it encourages civic pride and appeals to the highest and best senti- 
ments of our hearts and lives. We have brought to our minds the picture of 
tiie beginning and the little we then possessed, in vived contrast with the 
much tliat has been acquired and accomplished since. And if the lesson is 
riglitly learned, it suggests to all of us how much we have to do to contribute 
our share to the progress and civilization of the future. It is a counting of the 
' theaves garnered in the harvest of the past, and a stimulous to higher 
endeavor in the future. A hundred years of effort and sacrifice, of skill and 
activity, of industry and economy are placed before our eyes. To-day th(» 
present generation pays its homage to Cleveland's founders, and offers in 
her own proud strength and beauty a generous and unqualified testimoiiial 
to their wisdom and work, (Applause.) The statistics of the population 
of Cleveland, and of her growth, production and wealth, do not and can ' 
not tell the story of her greatness. We have been listening to the interesting 
and eloquent words of historian, poet and orator, graphically describing herrise 
from obscurity to prominence. They have woven into perfect and pleasing 
barrative the tnilliful and yet well established record of her advancement 
txom an unknown frontier settlement in the Western wilderness to the proud 
rank of eleventh city in the United States, tlie grandest country in the world. 
(Applause.) have heard with just pride, so marvelous has been her pro- 
gress, that among the greatest cities on the earth only sixty- two now out- 
zank Cleveland in population. (Applause.) Her life is as one century to 
twenty compared with some of tliat numl>er, yet her civilization is as far ad- 
Tni'ced as the proudest metropolis in the world. (Applause.) In point of 
government, education, morals, and business thrift and enterprise, Cleveland 
maywellolaimrecognition with the foremost, and is fairly entitled to warm 
oongratulations and high eulogy on this her Centennial Day. Kor will any 
envy her people a season of self grntulation and ro juicing. You inaugurate 
lo-<luy a centennial celebration in honor of your suc(•es^^ul past, and its be- 
ginning is with singular appropriateness, called Foundi>rs' Day. We have 
heard with interest, the description of the commercial importance of this 
city, a port on a chain of lakes whose tonnage and commerce surpass those of 
any other sen or ocean on the globc\ Wt; n ali/.e the ex'cllence and superior- 
ity of the great railroad systems which e'-ntcr in ( ''i>velaiid. A\'e J!iarvel at the 
volume and variety of your numerous manuuu-turies, and .see about us, on every 
hand, the pleasant evidence of your comfort and culture, not only in your beau- 
tiful and hospital h'»mes, but in your churches, schools, charitio.s, factories, 
business houses, streets and viaducts, public paries, statues and monuments— . 
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indeed} in your conveniences, adornments and improvements of every sort, we 
lieliold all the advantages and Ueasings of. the model» modem city, worthy to 

J)e both the pride of a great State and much gnoider Kation. (Great ap- 
plaiise.) This is the accomplishment of a century. Who wrouglit it — who 
made all this p(t.ssible? Whence came they, and what manner of men and 
women were they to undertake to reclaim the wilderness from its primeval 
«avagery? Bach are the qnestionB that come instinetiyely to our lips. We are 
told that the original band of fifty pioneers, under the leadership of Mo.«;k.s 
Ci.KVKL.vNn, urrivpd nt tlip mouth of the Cuyahoga on July 22, 179G, and that 
they ascended the bank and beheld the beautiful plain, covered with luxuriant 
forests, which they properly defined as 'a splraidid site tm a cily.' Perhaps the 
historian can remember the names of a doaen, at discover among us as many of 
their immediate descendants as there were original settlers, but whether we 
can call them all or any of them by name, or not, this we do know — thf'y were 
men of pure lives, nobly consecrati'd to the good of the community, tiober, 
Mrious, even stem and austere they may have been, but grand was their mission 
and well did they aeoomplish it. (Applause. ) The j planted here in the wilder- 
ness, upon firm and enduring fotindations, the institutions of free government. 
•(Applause,) They recognized and enforced the glorious doctrines and priceless 
privileges of civil and religious liberty, of law and order, of the rights, dignity 
and independence of labor, of the rights of property, and of the inviolabOity 
of public faith and honor. (Applause.) Never were any men more zealous in 
patriotic devotion to free government and the Union of the State?*. On their 
long and toilsome journey from their Connecticut homes they did not forget 
the Fourth of July, and, though in sad straits, they celebrated it with thank- 
fulness and Joy, and unfurled to the breeae our glorious old flag, with its 
thirteen stars and stripes, on the Nation's natal day, on its now far distant twen- 
tieth anniversary. (Great applause.) Tliey believed not only in the Declara- 
tion of Independence, but in the Constitution wliich gave cfTect and force to 
its imim)rtal trutlis (applause); and no men any wiiere struggled more bravely 
to sustain its great principles than some of these very settlers. (Applause.) 
Indeed, the tribute which Washixgtox had pnid Vmta few years before to the 
men wlio hnd settled at the mouth of the Miskin^rum may well be applied to 
the little bund tliat founded the Forest City. *No colony in America,' said he. 
'was ever settled under such favorable auspices. Information, prosperity, and 
strength will be its characteristics. There never were men better calculated 
to promote tiie welfare of any community.* They were of the same ancestral 
stock, of like education and training'. nm\ h;ul gained a similar liigh reputation 
for ability and energy. Their ideas ot government and of the value and im- 
portance of education were drawn from the same sources, while their religiou.s 
ftuth and sense of justice were also similar. Tliey may frequently have been 
discouraged, but they were always brave and determined. Their faith was 
sublime. They were of the stock which gave to tlie world a civilization without 
a parallel in recorded history, and offered to the struggling races of men every- 
where assurances of the realisation of tiieir best and liighest aj>pirations. 
< Applause.) They opened the door to the oppressed in every land, and the 
wisdom of their foresight has been abundantly verified by the infusion into our 
societ y of those strong and stuitly forei^-n elements whicli luive given to tlic 
Republic so many of its best and I'nirioiic citizens, by whose aid this State 
and city have become so great. (Ajiplause.) Every step in your advance- 
ment is but the confirmation of the wisdom of the fathers, of their foresight 
. and keen sagacity. (Applause.) Your progress and prosperity is their highest 
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icBtimoniai, tneir most lasting meraoriai. (ilorious pioneer^ he maae and. left 
his impress wherever he pitched his camp or raised his cabin f (Applaaae.) His 
was the impress of the sturdy manhood that feared God and loved liberty. 

(Applause.) He stands as the representative of a great«age and well improved 
opportunity, 'the sturdiest oak in the great forest of man.' ( Applause.) 'As 
the peak which firnt catches the morning light is the grand monarcli of the" 
hills,' 80 the stoidy pioneer who struck the first blow for freedom is the grand 
monarch of our oivilisation. (Great applause.) Let me oommeod you to his 
precious example. It is richer than titles of royalty. (Applanse.) God gi- ant 
that the firea of liberty which he kindled ; tluit the respect for hiw and order 
which he inculcated; that the freedom of conscience and religious liberty 
which he taught, and which found expression in the Constitution of the 
United States ; that the public credit and honor which he established 'as the 
most important source of our sf rength and security ;* and that the fervent and 
self-sacrificinp devotion to our splendid free institutions, which wei'e ever the 
animating and controlling purposes of his nature, may be as dear to the 
people of this and each succeeding generation as they were to him." (Great 
and long continued applause.) 



MAJOR McKINLEY AT ALLIANCE.

The city of Alliance will long remember Thursday, July 23, 1896, as one of 
the notable days in her history. The semi-centennial of Mt. Union Oollege 
attracted a large crowd, and the announcement that Major McKini^et would 

attend brought thoui=!ands more from al' the country round about. Hp reached 
Alliance from Cleveland on the Cleveland and Pittsburg Railrojid at 9:30 
o'clock, and was taken at Ciice to Mt. Union College. As he entered the hall 
^e irast crowd assembled arose, and led by Bishop Yinobnt, gave him the 
Chautauqua salute. This was followed by a round of cheers, and then Hon. 
IiBWis MxLiiBBi of Akron, introduced him, and he spoke as foUows: 



riajor ricKinley's Response. 

Mr. President, Me-mbers op thk i aculty and Students or Mt. Uniow 
CoLiiBOB, Mt Fxllow CmxKtXBz It givcs me very great pleasure as your 
neighbor, and as a monber of the Board of Trustees of this college to be present 

with yon -on this your semi-centennial annivrrsnry. This old institution luis a 
proud history, and I can not stand in your presence to-day without luivingcome 
to niy mind and lii>s names which are familiar to all wlio know its career. The 
venerable founder of the institution, Dr. E. A. Hartbhosn, is on the platfSarm. 
(Applause.) I remember many of his early struggles for the establishment of 
this peat of leariu'ng. Some of his associates in th«» ori;^'inal work are still with 
you, and I do not know anywhere in the world more self-sacrificing and more 
devoted instructors than the former and present faculty of Mt. Union College. 
(Ghreat Applause.) What a splendid WOTk this institution has done t Every- 
where I go, in every State and Territory of the Union, I find members of the 
Alumni .Association of Mt. Union College, and wlicrt vcr T find tluun I hear 
them classtHl as among the best citizens of the communities in which they 
reside. (Cheers and applause.) Tou not only educate mw and women here* 
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but you give what is more priceless than education — you give character to 
men and women. I have come this morning, violating a rule which I had 
established for myself, that I might mingle with you on this joyous day of 
Jabilee* your fiftie^ aqpdiTersary. The value of university education can not be 
overestiniated. Its support can not be too generous, nor too earnest, upon the 
])!irt of our people. But, after all, my fellow citizens, the hope of the Re- 
public, its safety and s^urity, and the strength and perpetuity of popular 
government must rest upon the great public school system now happily and 
firmly established throughout the United States . (€}reat applause. ) Nothing 
can take its place ; and, fortunately, the public Bchool is everywhere becoming 
the vestibule of the university. As the cnrricnluin of tJie frpp school is ad- 
vanced the tie between fundamental and higher education is closer and 
stronger, and is more clearly recognized and appreciated. We can not have 
too much edueation if it be of the right kind ; and if it be rightly applied it is 
of inestimable Talue to the citizen In every walk and profession of life. 
YoTint^ men nnd women, what your education will be and do for you 
depends upon yourselves. The chief difference in men, in school or out, 
is the amount of work they de. Ko measure of genius, so called will 
take the place of well directed hard work. It is not so much what is In 
the course of studies at coUe^ which does you good, as it is what you master 
there. The mental discipline, and the application of what you learn, Is the 
aim of real education. The acquisition of learning is useless unless it is put to 
some wise end in the practical aifaira of life. The young man who has 
received only an elementary training is at a disadvantage eompared with his 
rival who has received a biglier education. This is evident from the ease and 
dexterity with which the one successfully disposes of problems that tlic otfier 
wrestles with, perhaps unavailingly, for hours ordays at a stretch. The need 
of the times is a thorough education, thorough equipment for life's work ; and 
that man euoeeeds best who is practical, sensible and broad, who really knows 
the most, has the best stored mind, andknowsbest liow. to use it. Do not 
permit college ideals to warp you nor to remove yon from active participation 
in the every day affairs of life. You have something to do, every one of you 
in this active world. Fortunately for the United States, the founders of the 
Government dearly foresaw that the perpetuity of our Institutions oould be 
secured only by making ample provision for popular education. They realized 
far better than we do, that without learning there could be no real liberty, and 
that the one could not be enjoyed without the other. (Applause.) To my 
mind the most wonderful work of the fathers, second only to union and inde> 
pendence, was the broad, wise and enduring provisions they made for public 
instruction. No country in the world is so well provided with (|dueational 
advantages; no colleges in any other land have bestowed upon them such 
munificent gifts as the educational institutions of the United States. (Ap- 
plause.) By the ordinance of the Congress of tiie Confederation in 1785, 
Section 16 (a square mile) of every township was reserved for the maintenance 
of public schools. The Ordinance of 1787 confirmed the Ordinance of 1786, and 
declared that 'religion, morality and knowledge, being necessary to good gov- 
ernment and tlie happiness of mankind, schools, and the means of education, 
shall be forever encoun^^.* In contemplating this Ordinance I marvel at 
the supreme sagacity of :t8 authors. The people and especially the youth of 
the present day, little cojQprehcnd the importance and grandeur of this great 
act, as it relates to education alone. It was without precedent or supj^estion 
in the previous legislation of mankind. Even its framers could have but 
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faintly conceived tho immensity of the doiuain and the value of the boon they 
were conferring upon pu.stcritj. It fa witbout parallel among the great aeta oT 
patriotism which the grand men of that age were constantly performing. 
Priceless heritage to American youth, it has oxorted an influence most benigm 
upon every State since orjrnnized! Especially the great States of the North- 
west, whoso school HysteniH and schools are to-duy probably the best in th» 
world. (Applause.) In them is fomid the most perfect miion between th» 
elementary and advanced schools, from the Icindergarten to the uniTersity^ 
over know n or attempted by any country, with abundant means for the sup* 
port of all from the lowest to tlu; highest. The total amount of money 
realized from this muniiicent grant can nut be accurately stated, but enough, 
is known to warrant the estimate that it is now not less than one hundred, 
million dollars. In referring to this great Ordinance I love to recall the words 
of "\Vj:r.sr!:R. They can not be repeated too frequently, nor become too- 
familiar to the pupils of this and of every generation. You will romf*mber 
tluit he said: 'We are accustomed to praise the lawgivers of antiquity, we 
help to perpetuate the fame of Solox and LTonaouSf but I doubt whether one- 
single law of any lawgiver, ancient or modem, has produced effects of a more 
distinct, marked and lastinj^ cliaractt'r than the Ordinance of 1787. "We see it» 
consequences at this moment, and wt> shall never cease to see them, perhaps, 
while the Ohio shall flow. It lixed forever the character of the population in 
the vast zi^ion northwest of the Ohio.' The spirit of this Ordinance found 
lodgment in the Constitution, and the words and acts of the father can not 
fail to instruct and inspired the j)ooplo of every age in American history. 
Enli^/l.t' fif'd citizenship was to the fathers the great essential to every State 
and community. W.\khingto.n', in his Farewell Address, gave utterance to these 
wise admonitions, which are as applicable to the ix'ople of to-day as they were 
to the people of the Bevolutionary period. He said : 'Promote, as an object 
of primary importance, institutions for the gtmeral diffussion of knowledge. 
In proportit)n as the structui-eof a government gives force to public opinion, it 
is essential that public opinion sliould be enlightened.' We must not forget 
tiiat one great aim and object of education is to elevate the standard of 
citizenship. The uplifting of our M-hi>.»U will undoubtedly residt in n liirher 
and better tone in luisincss and professional life. Old methods and standaitls 
may be g'>o(l, hut they must advance with the ntnv problems and n(»eds of (he 
age. Tliis age demands an education which, while not depreciating in 
any d(>gree the inestimable advantage of high intellectual culture, shall best- 
fit the man and woman for his or her calling, w hatever it maybe. Character i» 
the foundation upon wliifh we must build if our institutions are to endure. 
Our nl>ligations for tiic splendid advantages we enjoy should not lest upon us- 
too lightly. We owe to our country much. We must give in return for these 
matchless educational opportunities the best results in our lives. (Applause.> 
"We must make our citisenshij) worthy the great Tv(>public, intelligent, patriotic, 
and -» lf-sa('ri!icing, or our institutions will fail of their high jjurpose, and our- 
civili/.aliou will inevitably decline. Our hope is in good educati<Mi nnd g(M>d 
morals. Let us fervently pray that- our educational institutions may always be 
generously supported, and that those who go out from these lialls will be 
themselves the best witnesses of their force and virtue in popular govemment.'* 
(Great applause.) 



SPEECH ON THE CAflPUS. 

But the erowd assemMed was tax in excess of the capacity of the hall. Those 
who eould not gain admission waited outside to gieet Major MoKimiay, 

the guest of honor of tlip day. His appearance was the signal for an outburst 
of applausp, and t!ie great tlirong began to call for n Hpeefh. The distinguished 
guest smilingly demurred until the outcry was so gre-at that he was obliged to 
raise his hand for sUenoe and thank them for their Idiid reoeptioiH-speakiog as 
follows: 

*'Mt Fbllow Citizens : I am very glad indeed to have the pleasure of 

meeting my old friends and constituents of H(:n-k, Columbiana and Mahoning 
Counties. I am glad to know tliat 1896 is to bo a year of patrioti^ui and dedi- 
cation to the country. (Applause.) I am glad to know that the people all over 
the country this year mean to be devoted to one flag, and that the glorioos old 
Stars and Stripes (applause); that the people this year mean to maintain the 
financial honor of the Nation as sacredly as they would maintain the iionor of 
the Hag. (Ceering and applauhc.) I am glad to meet and gi-eet you all this 
morning, and I would be pleased to talk longer to you, but for an engagement 
which takes me to Cleveland. I tiumk fou all and hid yon good-bye." "Grea* 
applause.) 

TO ALLIANCB WORiONQMEN. 

At the Alliance station, where his train was surrounded by the employes of 
the Morgan Engineering Company, the. Steel Works, and hondreds of other 

citizens, Major McKiklbt spoke aa follows: 

"3[v Fi:r.i.(n\- Citizpn's: I am very grateful for this unexpected call and 
greeting. For more th;ni a quarter of a century I have been in the habit of 
coming to the city of Alliance, meeting her people and conferring with them 
touching public questions of great individual and National concern. I am here 
to-day to attend the fiftieth anniversary of Mt. Union College, and I only 
appear now that I may acknowledge the kind wtdeome which you have so gen- 
erously given me. (Applause.) All of us are intercsti'd in tlic wi'lfare of our 
country, because in the welfare of our country is involved the individual welfare 
of every citizen. If our great country is prosperous then the people are pros- 
perous. What we want, no matter what political organisation we may have 
belonged in the past, is a return to the good times of four years ago. We want 
good prices and good wages, and when we shall have them again we want tliem 
paid in good money. (Applause and cries of 'You are I'ight.') WJiether our 
prices be high or low, whether our wages be good or bad, they are all better by 
being paid in dollars worth one hundred cents each. (Tremendous cheering.) 
If we have good wages, they are bettor by being paid in good dollars. If we 
have poor wages, they are made poorer by being paid in poor dollars. "What 
we all want more than anything else is to keep our money equal to that of the 
most enlightened nations of the earth and maintain unsullied the credit, the 
honor, and the good faith of the Government of the United States, ((ireat 
applause.) We are the greatest country in the world — greatest in oni" freedom, 
greatest in our opportunities, greatest in our possibilities — and we are too 
great to taint our country's honor or cast suspicion on the credit or the 
obligations of our Government. (Applause.) I thank you, my fellow citizens, 
and especially jou, my friends, the workingmen of Alliance, who have left 
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your elu^ and factories to attest your interest in the greati political contest 
now pending, for let me tell yoa that I heliere no higher compliment canld be 
paid to any cause than to have the support of the men who toiL (Applause.) 

I thank you all and bid you good-bye.** 

Then ensued another great demonstration, the workingmen crowding about 
M>^:/r aVIcKinley and repeatedly cheering him. He greeted all cordially, 
&:taking hands w.'ih IuuuIih (!>, and calling many by name, until at llt40 
his train pulled out for Olevelaad.

jsew England Dny was celebrated at Cleveland on the Campus of Adelberl 
College, on "Wednesday. July 23d. and there Major 'McK isi i:y was piven another 
most flattering reception, and prevailed upon to make lais fourth sptecii of the 
morning and afternoon. He was hailed with rapturous applause, and spoke as 
follows: 

"Mr. Presidext and Ladies and Gentlemen" : It gives me sincere pleasure 
to met't and address for a moment the New England Society of the city of 
Cleveland and Western Reserve of Ohio. Those of us who are not descendants 
of the Pilgrims of New England join cheerfully with those who are to pay high 
tribute to the men who did so much for civilization and for the establishment 
of free i^overnnient on this continent. (Apphuiso.) There has been every 
vari''ty of eJinr icierizatinn nf the New Kiiglnnd pilgrim and pioneer — some of 
it ot a friendly nalure, but far too much of it captious, harsh and unjust. At 
this moment the picture of the Puritan painted by that gifted son of New 
England, the late Ckokgb Welliam Ccrtis, wbose memory we revere and will 
ever r'ncrish r;~'-> liefore me. (Applause.) He said that the Puritan was 'narrow, 
bi^Kied. sour, iiard and intollerniit, but he was the man whom God had sifted 
three kingdom.s to lind as the seed-grain wherewith to plant a free Kepublic/ 
and that he had 'done more for liberty than any man in humaa history* 
It is said that the blood of New England courses through the veins of a quarter 
of the popuiatif)u of tlie United States. T know not how this may be, but I 
do know tluit the ideas, principles and the eonscienee of New Enfjland course 
through every vein and artery of the American Republic. (Cheers and applause.) 
Well may you be proud to be descended from Kew England people^ for never 
was anytiiing more happily said of them than these words by Wbihibbs 

*Ho iMk WM in thy primal stock, 
No weaktlnur founders Imllded bera ; 

They v. ,:ie thr tik n of Plymouth Rook— 
The Hugueuot aud the Cavalier.' 

The Puritan has fought— aye, and died— on every battle-field of the Bepnblie 
from Concord and Bunker Hill in rir ttysburg and Appomattox. (Great 
applause.) And the torch of liberty he lit still illumines the whole world. I 
bid you, again in the language of our beloved Whittier, — 

*Hold fiwt to yonr Puritan heritage;— 

But let the frpt! llcht of tho age. 
Its life. lt.s bup«;, lis sweetuesd add 
To the sterner lAith your tethers had.' 

(Great cheering.) 
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THE WINDOW QLASS WORKERS OP AHERICA. 

The streets of Canton were filled with marching peoplo Saturday morning, 
/uly 25th, when the eight hundred delegates of the Window Glass Workers' 
Association of North America came to pay their respects to their esteemed 
firiend and champion, Williav MoKimiiBT. The delegates had been in attend- 
ance at the eighth aninml NutiunalCouTention of the Association in Pittsbnrg, 
and concluded it would be a fitting way to close their session by paying him a 
vifit. The delegation arrived at 10:40 via the Ft. Wayuo railroad on a special 
train of eleven coaches. Tiiey were met at the depot by the Canton Troop, 
and the First Ward Drum Corps, and, headed by the Select Knight's Band, of 
Pittsburg, they marched to Major MoKdiley's residence. When the column 
refich(>d the liouse the band rendered a ]>ntriotle selection, and while awaiting 
the appearance of 3Iajor MrKixi.KY the (tIcc ('lub of twenty meinbers sang 
several cai#ipaign airs which were heartily clieered. When Major McKinley 
appeared in the midst of the CJommitteehe was rec^ved with a great demon* 
Btration of applause from aU present, during which Mr. HbnBpT Bostiok, a 
delegate froMi Pt-inceton, Indiana, dimbed upon a chaiTy and as soon as silence 
"was restored, spoke as follows : 

"Major McKiNLKv : I have been delegated by the Committee representing 
my fellow workmen, the delegates to the Eighth National Convention of 
Window Glass Workers of North America, to present them to you, and the 
sentiments I express are sncli as I have been instructed to express by this 
Committee, consisting of Jamks C ampretj., G. L. Cake, Gkorge Ambos, Joirx 
"T. MoRGAX, Hbxry Bostick and John P. Eberhakt. The men who stand 
before you to-day have come from the States ranging from the Berkshire hills 
in Massachusetts to the broad prairies of Illinois, and from the Great Lakes to 
beyond Mason and Dixon's line. From eleven States we come, represent- 
ing the overwhelming nuijority sentiment of all our fellow workmen who toil 
in the great window glass industry in every factory in the United States. We 
■eome fresh from the exacting school of experience. Our people have seen the 
tariff rediii I d in 1846, and that they suffered a reduction in wages in conse-. 
•quence. Another reduction of the tariff occurred in 1R57, with a like r«jduction 
«n our wages. The tariff was increaised in 1861, and our wages were accord- 
ingly advanced. Again In 1890 the tariff was advanced, and we received a 
^sorresponding benefit. In 1898 the Gorman- Wilson Bill was passed, destroy- 
ing the protective features of the then existing McKinley Law, and greatly 
reducing the tariff, and we were in consequence not only greatly reduced 
in the rate of wages received for a given amount of work, but were thrown 
into a state of idleness, hunger and hardship. We come then to greet you 
-whom that experience has taught us to regard as the only inflexible, unbend- 
ing and uin'versnlly recognized champion of the very cornerstone of American 
progress — protection to home industries. Its effects are general and advan- 
tageous to every claijs of Atnerican citizens. To the farmer, by making dutiable 
the imports of such foreign products as meet like homis products in the 
American markets, and by creating through the general operations of the 
policy, nn .v tive, reliable and reniunerntive market for all his products; to 
the employer v>tio canitsil in operating nuirnifucturing enii'i-prises, 

"by creating and nuiiiuaitiing tin active and healthy market for his wares, 
insuring to him through an increased ability of the people to buy and 
use his wares, nil active and steady demand, and Iience a reliable activity 
in business ; and for the laborer who toils in the employer's - shops, by 
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insuring him steady employment at fair wages, with all the attendant 
blessings and privileges of working and living /is citizens of this great and 
wondfrfully resourceful country slionld l>e privileged to work and live — for we 
know that an increased development of and production from our naturMl 
zeeoareee, if oonpled with the multiplied eonBomption of the product by our 
own people, must inevitably exert a refining influence on our American 
t'ivilizotion. and tend to elevate the standiu*d of Amerimn citizonsliip, which 
can never rise higher than the average of tlie intelligence, inoraiity and man- 
hood of the whole people. We love our country and have confidence in our 
GoTernment. We believe that its immense wealth, phenomenal TeBoaroea, 
the loyalty and bravery of its sons, the intelligence and genius of its peoph', all 
based upon and nurtured by the beneficent influence of its free institutions, 
insure it against destruction or serious hurt from invasion with the sword by 
any foreign foe, but our experience has- taughti us that the invasion of our 
markets by the cheap labor of Europe is dangerous and destruc^ve to the 
very foundation of our liberties, and constitute a foe to our institutions in aU 
that makes them truly free and distinctly Americnn . innsmncli ns they are based 
upon and can be maintained only-by a care for tlie education of our children up 
to a high and intelligent citizenship. (Applause.) We believe that the only 
power that ean saeeessf ully meet and rendei the' invasion of this natural toe 
harmless is the operation oi that great bulwark of American prosperity, the 
protective principle strictly adhered to in the levying of duties on the 
importuLion of foreign products, which principle we believe to have been most 
ably and folly enunciated in the provisions of that wisely conservative and 
patriotic measure, tiie McKinley Law, of which we recognise you as the 
great architect who planned and builded it, schedule by schedule, and inaug- 
urated that grand system that spoke out hope and prosperity to the people 
and all the people of this Kation. We want that principle restored to the 
statutes. We are satisfied with the quali ty of our dollars, and have no fear about 
the volume of our money as a Nation, if the tariff is so regulated, and levied 
on such principles, as to pi-olect American industries, and provide sufficient 
funds to meet the ordinary expenses of the Government, thereby insiiring to us 
the opportunity to work and receive the money that is the just reward of an 
American worldngman. At the same time we demand that if the employers 
in foreign countries would bring the products of their cheap labor to compete 
in our markets with the products of our free American labor, they must meet 
us on even ground by bringing back with tliose products some of the gold that 
the present Administration has been forced first to borrow, and then return to 
them as interest on the public debt— a debt they are steadily increasing, 
and rendering more burdensome, day by day; as they proceed. All, or 
nearly all of this, is through the operations of their great panacea, 
*Tiu-iiI Reform,' sometimes called 'Tariff for Tievenue Only,* which we 
would amend by changing the punctuation and adding a few words, 
making it read, ' Tariff for Revenue, Only it Fails to Produce the Revenue/ 
(Cheers.) We desired to greet you personally, Major MoKi m , because we 
look upon you as the favorite son of the United Stnti's, not t he cluMce of any 
P'llitieal machine, or urgfd l)y tlie people within the coniines of a single State; 
but tiie one to whom tiie people all looked when they began to realize that 
the time had come when a staadard*bearer must be chosen as a candidate of a* 
great party for President of the United States — the one whose name spon- 
taneously burst fnijii the care and sorrow-l)unlened h.'nrts of the American 
p^ple — the one grand character round whom every humble home and hearth- 
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stone in our broad land was clustering its hopes and are still cliiigitip: its fnith 
for l>f'tter and brighter days. We greet you, then, as our idcul of Aiiiericnn 
citizenship, the unassuming soldier, patriot and statesman, the hope of our 
people and the next Pmideiit of tlie United StatM." (Tmaendous cheering.) 

Major Mckinley's Response. 

" Mb. Bostiok and Winsowolabs Wobkbbs of thb TTmvBn States : It is 
peeoliarly gratifying to ine to have tJiis large body of the lepresentativeft of 
your Association, fresh from your deliberative Convention, and speaking for 

your great industry scattered over eleven States of the Union, honor ine with 
a call of greeting and congratulation. I . appreciate the words of confidence 
ao eloquently expreaaed by your spokesman and agree with him that there is 
aomething fundamentally wrong about our j^Tommental affairs tiliat demands 
a speedy remedy, which can only be had by the people speaking through the 
constitutional forms at the next general election. (Great applause.) You 
have spoken of some of our difiiculties with singular force and accuracy, 
demonstrating that you appreciate fully the great problems vdiieh ore b^ore 
the people for investigation and settlement. Nothing oouM be better sa&l 
than that a groat essential to the credit of the country is to provide enough 
revenue to run the country. The credit of any government is imperiled so long 
as it expends more money than it collects. The credit of the government, like 
tfafct of the individual citisen, is beet subaerved by living witUn its means, and 
providing means with which to live. Every citisen must Imow, as you have 
stated, that the receipts of the United Stntes are now insufficient for its. 
necessary eximndituios, and that our present revenue 'aws have resultt^d in 
causing a deficiency in the Treasury for almost three years. It had been 
demonstrated, too, that no relief can be had through the present Oongreas. The 
relief rests with the people themselvea. (Cheers.) They are charged with the 
election of a new Coti^m-oss in Xovember, which alone can give the needed relief. 
If th<'}^ elect a Kepublicnn Congress, the whole world knows'that one of its first 
acts w ill be to put upon the statute books of the country a law under which the 
Government will collect enough money to meet its expenditures, stop debts 
and deficiencies, and adequately protect American labor. ( Great cheering and 
applause.) This would be one of the surest step;j| toward the return of con- 
fidence and a revival of business prosperity. (Applause.) The CTOvernment, 
my fellow citizens, has not been the only sufferer in the past three years, as 
your spokesman has vividly shown. The people have suffered, the laboring 
man in his work and wages, the farmer in his prices ar.vl markets, and our 
citizens generally in their incomes and investments. Enforced idleness among 
the people has brought to many American homes gloom and wretchedness, 
where cheer and hope once dwelt. Both Government and people have paid 
dearly for a mistaken policy, a policy whidi has disturbed our industries and 
cut down our revenues, always so essential to our creditt independence and 
prosperity. Iliiving stricken down our industries, a new experiment is now 
proposed, one that would debase our curreney and further weaken, if not 
wholly destroy, public confidence. Workinginen, have we not had enough of 
such rash and costly experiments? (Ories of 'We have 1' 'We have I') Don't 
all of us wish for tlie i-eturn of the economic policy which fcgr more than a thii-d 
of a century gave the Covernment its highest credit and the citizen his greatest 
prosperity ? (Great applause and cries of 'Yes,' *Yes.') As four years ago 
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the people were warned ngainst the industrial policy proclaimed by our politi- 
cal adversaries, which has since brought ruin upon the country, and were 
entreated to reject ti&e thecnriea which actual trial had always shown to »be 
fraught with diBaster to our revenues, emidoymeiits and enterprises, so now 

they nre npiin wnriiMd t(i reject this new remedy, no inMttnr by what party or 
leiulers it m;!y >><M)(Ten^d, as ceriiiiii to enhsil upoTi the country only increased 
and aggruvaied disusjler and suffering, and bring nu good or profit to any public 
interest whatever. (Applause.) Circumstances have given to the Bepablican 
fMO^ty at this juncture of our National affairs a place, of suj)reme duty and re- 
sponsibility. Seldom, if ever, has any political ])arfy occupied a post, of such high 
importance as that inrrusted to the liepublican party tliis year. Indeed, it may 
be confidently asserted that never before has any political organization been so 
-clearly and conspicuously called to dotMittle for so much that is best ingrovem- 
ment than is this year demanded of the Republican party. But, happily, it will 
not cftntend alone. It will number amoT>j^ its nllies, friends and supporters, 
thousands of brave, patriotic and conscientious political opponents of the past, 
who will join our ranks and make common cause in resisting the proposed 
debasement of our currency and the d^;radation of our country's honor, — 
earnest and strong men who will strive as seslously as we for the triumph of 
correct ])rinc!])Ii's and the continued supremacy of law and order, those strongest 
and mightiest pillars of free government.

The whole country rejoices to-day that* the strong and sturdy 
men who toil are enlisted in the cause of American honor, American patriotism, 
American production and American prosperity— a cause which must surely 
win before the great tribunal of Hie American people. (Tremendous applause, ) 
I thank you, my fellow citizens, for the compliment of this call, and your mani- 
festations of personal regard and good will, and it will give me sincere pleasure 
to meet each of you personally." (Loud and long continued applause.) 



The Committee which called at his residence, We<lnesday afternoon, 
July 29th, to present to Major McKinley a bust of himself, modeled by 
the famous sculptor Haks Hirsr, was received in the parlor. A party of news- 
paper men and several personal friends of Major McKixlet attended when

<Applau8e.) Ourcun»ncyto-day is good-all of it isasgood as gold and has In-on 
so ever since the Republican party secured the resumption of specie payments 
an 1879— and it is the unfaltering determination of the Republican party to SO 
keep and nmintiiin it forever. (Clir'Pr^.) It is tho duty of the people of this 
country to suinu unitedly against every effort t. i dt grndo our currency or debase 
our credit. (Cries of 'They will/) They muKt unite now as they have united in 
the past in very great crisis of our country's history without regard to past 
puny alTihatioiis or differences to uphold the National credit and honor as 
i^acivdly as our flag. (Cheers.) When the country seamed wildly bent on 
' inflation in the years preceding the resumption of specie payments tho sober 
sense of the American people without regard to party united and stemminl that 
threatened tide of irredeemable paper money and repudiation and placed and 
Jvept the Nati.^n on the rook of public honor, sound finance and honest currency 
You have rjglitly stated tliat the KcpubhVnn party not only believes in sound 
money and the highest public faith and honor on the part of the Government 
of the United States to all its creditors, but also that it believes in a tariff 
which while raising enough money to conduct the Government, economically 
administered, will serve the hi-hest and best interests of American labor 
American agriculture, American commerce, and American citizenship* 
(Cheers,) Some of our political opponents are given to saying that the tariff 
question is settled. If we are not wrong in interpreting their meaning, we 
think they are right, (laughter), and thank them for the confession. (Applause ) 
We btdieve tluit t]ie tariff question is settled-settled in the minds and hearts 
of the American people, and settled on the side of protection. (TroTiiondous 
cheermg.) But, however firmly it may be settled in the public mind, it is not 
yet settled in public law.

Three hundred citizens of Ouemsey Ooanty visited Canton on "FrtAtkj 
morning, July 81, to pay tin 'r jjorsonal respects to Major McKixlbt and tender 

formal ronf.'r:U Illations. Tlie d(jleg:ition wns about evenly dividtnl between 
members of tlie G. A. R, Posts of Cambridge and employes of tlio Cambridge 
tin mill. Tlie party came to this city by way of the C, T. and V. railroad, 
arrived here at elevm o^elook, and were at once escorted to Major MoKxin.BY's 
residence by George D. Harter and Canton G. A. R. Posts and the McKinley 
Drnm Corps. When thoy arrived at the McKrvLEY residence after a selection 
by the O. U. A. M. band of Cambridge, Mr. H. S. Moses, commander of George 
D. Harter Post, presented Colonel Josbfh D. Taylor to ^lajor MoKixlet as the 
spokesman for the visitors. He r^erred to the flood of hl^ water through 
which their train had come from Cambridge, and said: 

"Major McKiNLEv: We come to-day to tender you our person nl regards 
and to add congratulations to the many hitherto given you. We have not come 
as partisans but as friends and neighbors. Ton have to-daj before yon in this 
delegation many comrades of the O. A. R. of Cambridge. They are men who 
have learned to love yon for your patriotic devotion to your country in tinio of 
war and in time of peace. These old comrades have come to pay tribute to 
youx high personal character and for the public service you have rendered. 
The old soldiers want one thing remembered, and that is that the honor and 
int^rity of the old flag must be maintained. (Cheers.) You heard it said in 
Congi-ess that we could not make tin in this eountry but I want to say that we 
have in tliis crowd men who are employed in the Cambridfi:o tin mill. Thoy 
work in a tin mill whicix has sent out 6,000 tons or 120,000 boxes, of tin a year 
and it is as good as any tin plate made across the water, (Cheers. ) These men 
have come from Guernsey County, from all the walks of life. We have come to 
believe that the star of hope for the Ij^boring man is resting in Canton. In 
behalf of the men and women in this delegation — lor there are a number of 
ladies who have come along with us — I extend greeting to you and JVirs. 
MoKn«t.BT.*' (Applause.) 

A fter the cheering had ended Dr. W. H. MoFarland was introduced. He 
is bowed under the weight of years and as Chaplain of the Xinety-eighth Tiegi- 
ment Ohio Volunteer Infantry is well known throughout the State. He said 
that ho had come to see and hear and grasp the hand on<^ more of the mpat 
illustrious friend of labor in jbhe United States. (Cheers.) "He is the man 
who has done more for the laboring men than any other man in this country — 
or in the world for that matter. No one has done more to elevate or dignify 
labor and no man has put a brighter crown of glory on the brow of honest toil 
than you." (Great applause.) 

fl^for ilcKinley's Response. 

Major McKiKLEY spoke without manuscript, or notes, and with great force 
and eloquence. He was cheei*ed time and again, and at the conclusion of his 
address there was the crush of visitors to gra^p his hand. He said ; 

"CoiiONEi. Tatlob, Dr. McFablaxd, Ht CoMBAnss akd Fellow Citubsns: 
It gives me great gratification to receive this call from my friends and fellow 
citizens of (Juernsey County, whr>re I havt> made ho many visits in years gone 
by that I ktiow most of you jx-r-sonally. Hut aside from that I know some- 
thing of the quality of your population and the spirit of your people. I know 
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something of yon loyalty and dovotion to the Union in war, and I know much 
of your loyalty and devotion to good government in peace, (Cheers,) and, know- . 
ing you as Ido, I am certain that neither flood noi fire woald stop you from 
doing what you had proposed to do. (Lan^^ter and applause.) I am glad to 
meet t!u> rf^jircsentatives of labor who are assembled here this morning. I 
congratulate them upon the advance that has been made in the tin-plate 
industry to which my old colleague in Congress, Col. Taylok, has referred. I 
am glad to know that Bepublican legislation gave to this country an industey 
whidi insures work and wages to American workingmen and brings happinesi 
to American homes. (Great rl. Bering and applause.) I am glad, too, my fellow 
citizens, to meet iny old comrades of the Grand Army of the K«>public, 
{appljuuse) my comrades of tliirty-iive years ago, for the war commenced over 
thirty-five years ago» and it is nearly thirty-two years since its close. It seems 
not so long, not so far away to us, but as I look into the faces of the old soldiers 
before me, T ran see that age is stamping its lines of care upon thpin. Their 
steps are no lori Lrer as steady and lirm as they used to be, but their hearts are just 
as loyal to the old Hag of the Union as ever. (Tivmendous cheering.) They are 
^;i$t as lo/al t9 ^(Ltional honor to-day as they were loyal to National unity then. 
(Applause.) When the war closed there were two great debts resting upon 
this Government. One was the debt due to the men who had loaned the 
Goverment money with which to carry on its military operations. Tlie other 
debt was due to the men who had willingly offered their lives for the preser- 
vation of the American Union. (Cheers.) The old soldiers waited on thei» 
pensions until this great debt of the Government was well out of the way. 
They waited patiently until the Government of the United States had paid 
nearly two-thirds of that great money debt and refunded it all to a lower rate 
of interest. The old soldiers never were in favor of repudiating tliat debt. 
(Applause. ) They wanted every dollar of it, principal and interest, paid In the 
best coin known to the commercial world ; (great applause) and 6V«ry dollar 
of that debt, up to this hour, has been paid in gold, or its equivalent, the recogniz- 
ed best money of the hour, (chctM-s) and overy d'>il;ir «>f that debt, my comrades, 
yet to be paid, will be paid in the same unquestioned coin. (Tremendous cheer- . 
ing.) Most of that debt is out of the way. The great d^t of this Crovernment now , 
is to the surviving soldiers of the Bepublic (Applause.) There are 970,000 
pensioners on the honored pension roll of this Govei'nment to-day, and the 
Government pays out of its public treasury in pensions over .$140, (XX) ,000 every 
year to our soldiers and sailors, or their widows and orphans. Every dollar of 
that debt must be paid in the best currency and coin of the world. (Great 
cheers and cries of 'The Republican party will do that.') There is nobody 
more interested in maintaining a sound and stable currency than the ol 
soldiers of the Ke])ul)lic, (applause and cries of 'You are rij^ht Major,') the i 
widows and their orphans. Our old commander, (general Ciraxt (applause 
whose memory is cherished by all of us, performed two great and censpicuou 
acts while President of the United States. One wasthe vetoingbf the Liflatio 
Bill, which would have ca,st us hopelessly upon a sea of depreciated currency. 
The other was the signing of the Besumption Act, for the safe arid sjH'edy 
resumption of specie payments, which placed every dollar of money upon 
the sound foundation of financial honor and unquestioned National honesty, 
and the old sold lei's this year, as in all the years of the past, following their 
Old Commander, will stand by the financial honor of the Government, and 
will no more permit their ^Nation's integrity to be questioned than they 
would permit that flag (pointing to an American flag) to be assailed. (Applause 
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and eries of *Yoa are right.') I thank yoa, my fellow eitizens, for your eall 

and congratulations, and assure you that it will afford me much pIOMlue tO 
meet eaeh and all of you personally." (Applause and cheers.) 



CONGRATULATIONS BY WIRE AND MAIL. 

WHILE Major McKini.ky was receiving the personal congratulations of 
thousands of his fellow citizens in Ohio, the wires were bu^y convey- 
ing him almost as many similar messages from all parts of the Union. 
Not only was the special wire at his residence carrying him hundreds of friendly 
greetings from Louis, but the telegraph offices in Canton were flooded with 
messages they could hardly receive much less deliver. The same condition ^ 
prevailed at Pittsburg, where at uue o'clock Friday morning, June 19th, the 
Western Union Co. reported that there wwe oongratalatory telegrams piled * 
foot high in their office which it was impossible to transmit. Up to that 
time several thousand had already been received by 'Vfajor McKixlky, the 
rush beginning before his nomination and continuing for some days after.
